PREFACE. 


Do not trouble the Reader with this Preface becauſe "tis the 
Mode to ſay ſomething before ev'ry Book ; but becauſe there is 
a Neceſſity of. premiſing a Word or two gs to the, following 


ready been ſeen. 1 ſhall take no notice of Mr. Winſtanley's 
or My. Phillips's, for one I never ſaw, and the other I could not read, 
and Mr. Langbain has diſcovered their Defe#s ſufficient to juſtify his 
andertaking a more perfe# Work ; and which he indeed in the laſt Edi- 
tion .he has pretty near accompliſh'd. I muſt own that bis Urderta- 
king has ſavd me a great deal of Trouble, but then he js every 
where ſo partial, that he deſtroys the Chara#er of a Critick and 
Hiſtorian at once, whoſe Obje ought always to be Truth ; whereas 
Mr. Langbain ſeems every where to gratify ſome private Pique, 
and” ſeldom to regard the Merit of the Perſon he refles upon. 
This I have every where awided , and diſftinguiſhd betwixt the 
Deſert and Defe# of the Authyw. Mr. Langbain is farther gene- 
rally miſtaken in his Cenſures as a critic , he ſeems to have 
. known nothing of the Matter, to have had little or no Taſte of 
Dramatich Poetry : and a Stranger to our Stage wou'd from bis 
Recommendation make a very odd and ridiculous Collefion of our 
Engliſh Plays. He often commends, Shirley, Heywood, &c. and 
will ſcarce allow My. Dryden a Poet; whereas the former have 
left us no Piece that bears any Proportion to the latter; the All 
for Love of Mr. Dryden, were it nt for the falſe Moral, wou'd be 
a Maſterpiece that few of the Ancients or Moderns ever equal'd ; and 
Mr. Shirley, and My. Heywood have not left enough in all their Wri- 
tings to compoſe one tolerable Play, according to the true Model and 
Deſign of a Play. 

Mr. Langbain has in many of the Lives, ſwell'd them out 'with 
interlarding them with tedious Copies of Verſes little ts the purpoſe 
in Hand, which I was obliged to- avoid for Two Reaſons ; Firſt I de» 
fign'd to give the Reader as compendious an Account of our Drama- 
tick Writers as I coud, and ſo to bring my Book to an eaſier Price 
than Mr. Langbain's And mm I was, Secondly, farc'd t6 leave 
- Us ous 


Treatiſes, and the other Eſſays of this Nature, that have al-. 
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out all that was Superfluons : And this the rather, becauſe F had ſeve« 
ral Lives and Remarks to add to this Edition, which he cou'd give no 
Account of, fome of .the Authors having appear d ſince his time, and 
others, by the Advantage of the ingenious Mr. Aſh's admirable Col- 
leftion of Engliſh Plays, I have met with, which he never ſaw ; all 
which has render d this more Perfe# in its Kind than his cou'd be : be» 
ſides, writing after him, I have endeavoured to avoid his Faults, 
and pteſerve his Beauties.. 

Next I have to inform the Reader, that the following Pzece is not 

i writ all by one Hand, as will, T believe, be perceived in the Reading. 
And laſtly, I find on the peruſal of it, ſomething in the Book , which I 
muſt differ from in the Preface, and that is in the Account of Mr. 
Oldmixon's Amintas, where 'tis remark'd, that Paſtoral is a Modern 
Invention, when in reality, the Ancients had a fort of Dramatich Per- 
formance not unlike it, that is, their Satyrs, which mght be ſaid tobe 
ſomething of a nature with our Paſtoral ;, but if we may gueſs at what 
is loft by what remains of that kind, it was alſo ſomething difſerent. 
In the Cyclops of Euripides, we find the Shepherds were the major 
part of the Dramatis Perſonz; for ſuch was Polyphemus, Silenus, 
and the Chorus : But the CharaFer of Ulyfles hightned the Play, 
and gives a greater Force to the Paſſions ;, "tis not the Love of Po- 
lyphemus, but his Cruelty we ſee, and the Dexterity and Wiſdom 
of Ulyſſes. Of this fort of Prem, My. Dacier in his. Preface to the 
Satyrs of Horace, will give you ſomething a fuller Account. And as 
this takes its Riſe from Antiquity, ſo Farce, mn. ſome Meaſure, may 
derive it ſelf from the Pantomimi 3 at leaſt that fort of Farce which 
the Italian Players in Paris us'd to a ; tho' the Mimi and the Panto- 
mimi were efteem'd for their admirable Expreſſion of Nature in Aﬀi- 
on and Dancing; but our Farce is ſomething beyond Nature, and Ex- 
travagant to a Degree of Nauſeouſneſs, to all gond Judges. 

T have lately read My. Congreve's Love for Love over, and am of 
Opinion, that the Contrivance of the Marriage of Tattle and Mrs. 
Frail is highly probable, tho' the Refleftions on that Play do ſeem not to 
admit it as abſolutely ſo. 

Laſtly, 1 have to advertiſe the Reader, that on the Peruſal of the 
laſt Sheets of this Book, T found that in the Remark on Beauty in 
Diſtreſs, one of my Aſſiſtants has ſeem'd to imply, that the Author is ' 
more a Comick than Tragickh Poet; \ Pcannot agree with him, for I 
think 'tis an extraordinary Effort for the firſt Undertaking in Tragedy, 
in which moſt have fail'd in their firſt Attempt : I ſay this, leaſt any 
thing my Friend ſaid, ſhould ſeem a leſſening of that Performance of the - 
Author, which he aſſures me he never meant, 
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William Alexander, Earl of Sterline. 


HE Title of this Nobleman makes it evident that he de- 
rives his Birth from Scotland, as the Dedication of his 
Works affords us a Proof that he livd.in the Time of 
King 7ames the Firſt, for there he has this Stanza: 


Of this dived Ile the Nurſelis 5 brave 
' Earſt from inteſtine Wars con'd not deſiſt, 
Tet did in Foreign Fields rs Names engrave, 
Whilft whom ane. ſpoild, the other wou'd aſſiſt.

Tlits Nobleman has by his- Writings ſhew'd Poſterity, that he 
had a juſt Right to his King's Favour, as any one that reads his 
Recreations of the Muſes will allow. Mr. Langban tells us of former 
Editions, but the beſt:is in Folro, London, Printed for Tho. Harper, 
1637. and dedicated to King James, not King Charles .the Firſt, 
as Mr. Langbain miſtakes. In this Volume are Four Plays, which 
he calls, Monarchick Tragedies ; The Alexandrean Tragedy, Craſus, 
Darius, and Julius Ceſar. Nor' can I agree with Mr. Langbain, 
that he has propoſed the Ancients for his Model, whom he has fol- 
lox'd in nothing but the Chorus: For as for the Unities of Aﬀtion, 
Time and Place, aliays obſerved by them, he ſeems. to know no- 
thing.of them. He ſeems to miſtake the very Eflence of the Dra- 
ma, which. .conſiſts in Aftion, moſt of his bezag Narration-; and 
may rather/be term'd Hiſtorical DiaJogues, than Dramatick Pieces. 
There i ſcarce one Aftion perform'd in View:*of the Andience ; 
but ſeveral Perſons come in, and tcll of Adventures perform'd by 
others or themſelves, and which often have no. more to do with , 
the Buſneſs of the Play, than the Perſons" that ſpeak, as in the 
Ft Scene of the Fifth AR of the Alexandrean Tragedy, Arijlotle 
and Phoceon, who have no hand in the various Revolutions of that 
Play, ſpend a long Scene on the Uncertainty of Humane Grandeur, 
only to tell 2 few Lines of Bufineſs done by ſome of Alexander's 
Captains. This Play is fo far from being after the Model of the An- 
cients,tne Action fo far from being one, that 'tis multiplied enongh 
for at leaſt Ten Plays, it containing tne various Revolutions, and 
Murders of the Commanders of the Macedonean Army, after the 
Death of Alexander ; and here, as'in the reſt, he runs too far back 
to bring things ab ove, that have,no. Relation to the Aﬀion, as the 
Scene between Harpagus and Cyrus, and Creſus and Sandanis, and 
many. more will evince. . If he has not followed the Model of the 
Ancients, he has yet borrowed very freely their Thoughts, tranſla- 
ting whole Speeches from Seneca, Virgil, and. others, as the Firſt 
AQof 7ulius Ceſar from Funo's Speech in the Firſt of the Aneids ; 
and many of his Sentences, as well as the Defe& of his Sententi- 
ouſneſs, he owes to Seneca. . The Two Firſt Ads generally are whol- 
ly foreign to the Buſineſs of the Play, as indeed the greateſt part 


of the other As are too. This-at leaſt may be ſaid of my Lord, 
| - that: 
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that he is a very good Hiſtorian, and from his Plays the Reade® 
may gather a great deal of the Afﬀairs of Greece, and Rome. Fun? 
in the firſt Act of ule Ceſar, gives, us the Hiſtory of all the In- 
vaſions of the Roman Empire, by the barbarous Nations, whether 
Gauls or the Cimbri, (gc. to the time of Zulias Ceſar, and finding 
hone of them effeftualenohgh to ruin the, Power of the Roman State, 
which deriving 1t ſelf originally, from the Trojan Race, ſt < could 
not but hate, therefore ſhe now reſolves to deſtroy. it by Civil 
Wars, and to raiſe her.Brothers Seryants, the Furies, always obſe- 
quious to miſchievous Commands, 


Whilſt Furies furious by my Fury.made. 


Says, ſhe ſhall at laſt do the Work; with which, after a Speech of 
Two or Three Hundred Lines ſhe ends the Att. Indeed my Lord 
feems often to have a peculiar Fancy to punning, and that in all 
his chief CharaQters; as Ceſar ſays 1n the Second AR,

To ſeem uncivil in theſe Ciuil Wars. 


_ But not to wrong my Lord in the Judgment of the Readers, by 
theſe ridiculogs Quotations ; they are to.confider, Firſt, that this 
was the Vice of the Age, not the Poet; he having in that, 
as well as fome other things, imitated the Vices of our admira- 
ble Shakeſpear, and next that theſe punning Fits come not very of- 
ten upon him. T@ ſhew that he writes 1n another Strain ſome- 
times, I muſt give you Three or Four Lines, (my Brexity denying 
_ large Quotations) which will give you a-Taſte of his better 
arts.

Death of' Ceſar, almoſt ih the ſame Circumſtances as Shakeſpear, 
had dore in jus Play of this Name. Eut Shakeſpear's — and, 
Bxa | rutus 
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Biutus raviſh you, while my Lord's Brutus, Cicero, and Anthon 
would make you ſleep, fo much our Engliſh Poet excels. This mut 
be ſaid for my Lord's- Fulins Ceſar, that it is much the moſt re- 
gular of all his Plays, at leaſt in the Unity of Aion, which is 
only Ceſar's Death, tho' the whole laſt A is almoſt redundant, 
for when Ceſar is once dead, we have no occaſion to hear of the 
Conſequence of it, either in the Grief of Calpurnia, or the Difa- 
greements of the Noblemen and Commons ; but this may be ob- 
nay likewiſe to Shakeſpear, who gives us a Hiſtory, not a 
Play.

In the Epiſtle our Author informs us that the uſual Enmity at 
the Succeſs of an unknown Author, had produced ſome Surmiſes 
that this Play was not his own; but he afſures his Patron, that he 
ſhould think he affronted him, if he ſhould dedicate a Play to him 
that he could not entirely call his own ; no part of this, either of 
the Plot or the Expreſfion being borrowed from either the Dead 
or the Living. He indeed took a very rational Way to that Suc- 
ceſs, which his Epiſtle lets us know this Performance of his met 
with, by making uſe of the extenſive Acquaintance of Mr. 
Southern, For that Author that will ſtand on the bare Merit of 
his Play, may fatisfie himſelf in its Juſtneſs and Perfe&ion, but 
will ſeldom or never reap that Profit - from his Labours, that 
will anſwer either his Hopes or his Merit.

And in 
Lee (with the Critick's permiſſion let me ſpeak it) you find always 
ſomething Wildly Noble, and Irregularly Great; and I am un- 
willing, with ſome, to think his Stile puffie or tumid; I'm ſure in

I urge not this as any Refletion on Mr. Congreve's Performance, 
for which I have all the juſt Value the Merit of the Play commands; 
but to-do oe to his great Predecefſors on the Stage, at the de- 

reſfing whoſe Praiſe, the Door, both in this and his former Pre- 

; , ſeems rather to aim, than at the raiſing that of Mr. Con- 
greve. - No, had I a mind to exert the Critich, I might, like ma- 
ny other of that Denomination, urge thoſe Defetts that either 
the Malice, or too nice Palate of others have deſcover'd in the Play 
It ſelf, But I think 'tis a very ungenerous Office (and not tobe ex- 
cus'd by any thing but ſome extraordinary Provocation) to difſe& 
the Works of a Man of Mr. Congreve's undoubted Merit, when 
he has done his Endeavour to pleaſe the Town, and ſonotoriouſly 
obtain'd his End ; and when the Faults that may perhaps be found 
in'em, are of a Nature that makes them very diſputable, and in 
which both his Predecefſors and Contemporaries have offended ; 
and I ſuppoſe he does not pretend to infallibility in Poetry. But 
tho' I purpoſely omit all Critical Refleftions, yet the Duty of this 
Undertaking, and the Foundation I build on, obliges me to examine 
what he may have borrowed from others; which indeed is not 
much, tho* the Incident of the Tomb, ſeems to be taken from the 
Meeting of Artaban and Eliza, at the Tombe of Tyridates, in 
the Romance of Cleopatra.

of that; but I confeſs I cannot diſcover likeneſs enough to j 

their Opinion: unleſs it be Zara's coming to the Prilon to Oſmin, 
as Almeria does to Cortex, I believe our Poet had the Bajazet of 
Racine in view, when he formed his Deſign, at leaſt there is as 
much Ground for this as the former Opinion. Perez reſenting the 
Blow the King gave him, is like an Incident 1n Ceſar Borgia; but 
the Spaniard's Revenge is more generous, amt leſs cruel than that of 
the Italian.

Thus much for the Mourning Bride, of which, if I may be al- 
low'd to ſpeak my impartial Senſe, I muſt needs ſay, that in ſpite » 
of its Excellence, it diſcovers Mr. Congreve's Genizs more inclin'd 
and turn'd to Comedy, than Tragedy, tho' he has gain'd an un- 
common Praiſe for both ; however, 1t being his firſt Poem of that 
Kind, it promiſes more perfe& Produdts hereafter ; and for which 
all Lovers of Poetry long with Impatience.

The Old Batchelor was uſher'd into:the 
World with ſeveral Copies of Verſes of his Friends, and which 
the Merit of the Play abundantly jnſtifies: For there's a gentee] 
and ſprightly Wit in the Dialogue, where it ought to he ; and the 
humorous Characters are generally within the Compaſs of Nature, 
which can ſcarce be truly ſaid of thoſe of ſeveral Poets,who have met 
with Succefs enough on the Stage. Bluff ſeems an Imitation of the 
Miles Glorioſis of Plautus ;, of Bounce in Greenwich Park; and Hac- 
kum in the Squire of Alſatia, &c. The Incident of Sir Joſeph 
Wittoll's Marrying Sylvia, and Captain Bluff, Lucy, in Maſques, has 
been too often an Incident on the Stage, fince I'm confident it was 
ſcarce ever done in reality. Some other Charaters are not entire- 
ly new, but that is very excufable in a Young Poet, eſpecially in a 
Play, which I have been aſſur'd was writ, when our Author was 
. but Nineteen Years Old, and in nothing alter'd, but in the Length, 
which being confider'd, I believe few Men that have writ, caa 
ſhew one half ſo good at fo unripe an Age.

As for the Plot or 
Story ,- the Author in his Preface owns it taken from Plutarch , 
and that he has cloſely followed the Truth as he found 1t there;

I cou'd 
neyer find that Authority wou'd filence the Sentiments of Nature 
and Reaſon; and 7aſſo, that has been guilty of Abſurdeties enough 
in his Epic Poem, muſt not be ſuppos'd infallible in his Paſtoral. 
Aﬀter all, I am of Opinion, that it is but a weak Refuge to fly to 
the Opinion or Taſte of a Foreign Nation, from the Judgment of

ted in the Imprefſions of the Plays. 

He is, as I'm 1nferm'd, a Ge n born at Gillingham, near 
Shaftsbury, in the County of Dorſet. His Parents and Family were 
4!] of the Romiſh Perſuaſwon, and in the time of the Civil War, 
doubly incur'd the Penalties of the Prevailing Side both as en- 
gag'd in the Royal Party, and as Recuſants in Religion ; for which, 
after the Plunderiags of the War, his Grandfather paid two thirds 

. of his Eſtate,. all the Time of that Government. His Father was of 
the Honourable Society of Grays-Inn, and tho! a great Zealot for the 
Faith he was born in, he cou'd not convey that Zeal to his Son, our 
Author, whom he dying, left but Nine Years of Age, having ſold. 
the beſt part of the Eſtate that our Author was born to, before he 
died. Gillingham, the Place of his Nativity, gave our Author the 
firſt Rudiments of Learning, under a very Hopeſt and Learned Ma- 
ſter, one Mr. Zoung, Thence his Relations ſent him to the Eng- 
liſh Colledpe of Sconlar, Prieſts at Doway in Hainault, with a defign 
of making him a Preeft, if his Inclination cou'd away with that | 
Funton ; which was ſuppos'd the beſt Support of a Gentleman J- 
whoſe Fortunes and Religion could, promiſe him no creater Advan- 

. tage. But aiter Five Years Study there, ' he found his Inclinath/ 
ons point him another way; and at the Age of about Nineteen 
he returns for England; and as ſoon as One and Twenty, put it 
into his Power of enjoying thoſe Pleaſures that Age generally Þ 
par he came to London, where having ſpent the Remainder of 

is Paternal Eſtate, betwizt Two or Three and Twenty he married;

F haye heard him fay, that the firſt Book that gave him the 
greateſt Conviction was, the Diſcourſe of the late pious and in- 
genious Dr. Tillotſon, Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, againſt 
Tranſubſtantiation, lent him by a Lawyer, that at the fame time 
cheated him of about Four Hundred Pounds, tho' he made way 
for that Peace of Mind that this Book firſt opened the Door 
fo. 

If I ſhouw'd do with our Author, what ſome other Writers of 
Lives have done, I might here tell you of his Inclinations to Poe- 
try from his Childhood, and talk of his Performances ; but he be- 
ing my Friend, I ſhall forbear all things that may argue me guil- 
ty of Partiality ; and ſhall only fay, as he tells us in a Letter of 
his Eſſays, that Neceffity was the Motive of his venturing to 
be an Author. His firft attempt in the Drammatick way, was not 
till he was was paſt Thirty Two Years of Age; and then in about 
a Month's time, he gave usa Tragedy, calld, The Roman Bride's Re- 
venge; but of that in its Order : for we muſt firſt ſpeak of a Play 
of the late famous Mrs. Behn's, which he introduc'd by the Inipor- 
tunity of a Friend of hers and his, on the Stage : It was called, 
The Tounger Brother ; or, the Amorous Filt ; out of the Reſpe to 
her Memory, and a Deference, which was too nice, to her Judg- 
ment, he durſt not make any Alterations 1n it, but what were 
abſolutely-neceffary, and thoſe only in the firſt and ſecond AR, 


| which refle&ed on the Whigs; when if he had alter'd the jejune 
Stile of the three laſt Acts, betwixt Prince Frederick and Mirtilla,

Tho' it was a very bold Undertaking of a 
Young Author, to attempt to bring fo very different a way of 
Writing on ſo corrupt a Stage as ours; yet the Succeſs juſtified 
his Opinion, that the Irregular, Prophane, and Obſcene Plays took 
oily becauſe our Audience ſaw no other, through the Poets Fault.
